w as 
astonished 
when Sealer of W eights and M easures 
R affen sperger 
dem onstrated that he 
had faulty scales. 
Mr. R affen sperger has been m akin g 
a tour of the town and the county for 
the ex p re ss purpose of 
testin g p la t­ 
form scales and, out of the 
forty 
he 
exam ined, eighteen 
have been found 
to be defective. Twenty two were ap-

were found practically perfect

others were off from

Their 
owners in som e 
cases becam e indig­ 
nant when told th at they were giving 
short weight and it was some time be­ 
fore they could be convinced that, un­ 
wittingly, they had

nant w as a coal 'dealer who w as told 
that he g av e twenty pounds too much 
with each ton sold but he, 
too, 
w as 
finally convinced. 
The a v erag e coal supply 
for 
the 
winter of from ten tons upward show s 
a decided falling off when from forty 
to eighty pounds is m issin g on each 
ion and local consum ers will welcome 
the visit of the sealer. M eantim e the 
dealers 
will 
hasten to m ake correc­ 
tions and prevent any further loss to 
those who 
secure 
the 
“ black 
d ia ­ 
monds” from them.

Germans Attack Again But Fall 


lo Beat It Back. 


IN OANGER OF BEING GUT OFF 


Great Gonflict Raging Along the 
^ E n t i r e Front of Armies. 


London, Sept. 4.— Fighting; continues 
along almost tire whole line north of 
Paris, the G ermans continuing to gain 
on their right, but the allies' center 
standing firm.
